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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 66-69, 72-76, 79, 80, 82, and 1 15-162 are pending. 

The cancellation of claims 70, 71,77, 78, 81, and 83-1 14 and the addition of claims 1 15-162 filed 
on 10/31/06 is acknowledged. 

The election of Group I and the election of a specific promoter, and the response to the 
election/restriction filed on 10/31/06 is acknowledged and will be addressed in the first office 
action on the merits. 

In view of the additional claims, another election/restriction is required. 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species: 
target gene is a viral gene, from a lentivirus, from an immunodeficiency virus, form a ssRNA 
virus, dsDNA virus, a transgene in the animal cell, an endogenous gene of the animal cell. The 
species are independent or distinct because each species is directed to a distinct target gene and 
requires a different dsRNA. 

If applicant elects viral gene, applicant is further required to elect a viral gene encoding 
DNA polymerase, RNA polymerase, or viral coat protein. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, claim 68 is generic. 
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Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of the 
species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable 
thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that 
all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election.
